Palermo is the home an@ headquarters of 
the Sicilian cutthroats who have made the 
name of that beautiful island almosta syno- 
nym for secret and bloody crime. In Palermo 
the famons massacre called in history ‘‘The 
Sicilian Vespers.“ began at the ringing of the 
vesper bells on Faster Sunday, A. 
D. 12982 Bight thousand French, men, 
women and children, were slaughtered by the 
Sicilian band at that time, the reign of Charies 
of Anjou in the two Sicilies having become too 
obnoxious to be longer borne. The massacre 
was meant and taken as a hint to the French 
that it would de just as well for them 
to leave Sieilly alone. The assassins 
banded themselves together two years before. 
In Palermo they held their secret meetings 
and contrived the most effective system of 
passwords, oaths and midnight murder sig- 
nals that has over been known. For two years 
they kept their secret. and at the expiration

AN EXAMPLE Rou HISTORY. 


Tue spread of the revolt among the 
Demoora tie voters against the Koétter’s 
Hotel caucus ticket of the Democratio 
bosses recalls ina striking manner the 
revolt in 1881, which éverthrew the 
dynasty of Overstorz afd elected a 
straight Republican Mayor of St. Louis 
by a majority of more than thirteen thou- 
sand votes, 

Then, as now, the Mayor of the city 
exereised the extra munielpal function of 
Demoeratio boss; then, as now, an odious 
gang of plotters and eonspirfators 
attempted to usurp all those functions 
which belong to the general body of voters; 
then, as how, a fing controlled the Cen- 
tral Committee, dictated the nominations, 
carried on the primaries, manipulated the 
conventions, filled the municipal offices, 
swaggered, bullied, bulldozed and met 
all remonstrance With the stereotyped 
formula of the bosses; ‘‘What are you 
going to do about it?’ 

The voters did then what they are about 
todo now. Then as now the Glode-Deiio- 
crat stood by the Republican party. Then 
as now the Republican did the boot-licking 
and lackey work for the ring. Then as 
now the Post-DisPpaTon Voiced the senti- 
ment of the independent voters and 
headed the revolt against bossism.

In a day it was swept out of sight, and 
buried under a wave of popular disgust 
and contempt. 

When the sun went down on Tuesday, 
April 6, the bosses and their ticket had 
gone to join the hosts of Pharaoh. Kai- 
ser OVERSTOLZ was defedted by the tre- 
mendous majority of 18,300, the municipal 
ticket, Comptroller, Auditor, Treasurer, 
Register Marshal and President of 
the Board of Public Improvements was 
defeated by majorities of from fifteen 
hundred to six thousand. The Demo- 
cfatic City Counell ticket was defeated by 
majorities of ffom four to six thousand. 
Not one eaudidate on the general ticket 
was saved from thewreck and eighteen out 
of the twenty-eight warts elected Repub- 
lican members of the House of Delegates. 

It was a defeat for the ring, but it was 
a triumph of decent politics and it did no 
harm to true Democracy. The thousands 
of honest and reputable Democrats who 
voted squarely against their party ticket 
then as they propose to do now. had no 
cause toregret their action. They will 
have ho chuse to regret a display of inde- 
pendenes which will again teach thé 
bosses a much needed lesson, and again 
éiiphasize the vital truth which 1s the 
basis of our whole system of government 
that in this country the power remains in 
the hands of the voters, that party boss- 
ism means party ruin, and that the only 
road to salvation for any party is the 
road ot decency, Aohesty, publicity and

Mr. explained everything tn regard to 
the work of their inspection te me and at once 
sent for their inspector, Mr. —. Mr. —— is 
an old time butcher and; in m opinion, just 
the right man in the right position. 

In regard to the cancered steer which I had 
seen at ——’s establishment, Mr. —— could 
not account for it. In my opinion, it 
— impossible for one inspeetor to in- 

ect all the stock that arrives at 
7 e yard. There should be at least 
three inspectors to do the work properly 
and it is therefore a very easy matter for those 
large butchers to kill some diseased stock now 

then. According totheir laws, the In- 

: tor shoots the stock whenever he finds 

em to be diseased and has them delivered 
to the rendering establishment. 

Mr. —— also informed me that within a 
week he followed a down steer up to ——’s es 
tablishment and waited until the steer was 
killed and then condemned and confiscated 
the meat and notitied the superintedent of the 
firm that in case he, Mr. ——, would catch 
them again doing that he would be compelled 
to bring them into court, and that the fact 
would be made public. We then went 
through the stock yard and examined the 
stock arriyed. In block No. Ia we found a 
down steer. Mr. —— examined the steer very 
closely and found that he was not füt to be 
sold for human food, took his revelver out 
and killed the bullock and notified the ren- 
dering companies at once to haul the bullock 
away to their establishment. 

I beg leave to report, that there is not one- 
half as many diseased stock killed here in 
Kansas City as there are in Chicago, because 
they havea live sto inspection law and a 
good inspector who féars nobody to carry out 
the law, but atthe same time there should be 
more inspectors for the benefit and heaith of 
the public. 

We should have live stock inspection in 
every State in the Union, also in every city 
where cattle are slaughtered, so many in- 
8 according to its population. This 
should be to protect the honest butcher, as 
well as the public in general. 

It is really strange that the butchers have 
tocome together to recommend something 
that should done by the men that the peo- 
ple have elected by ay giving them notice 
of the necessity ofjany law which is for the 
good of our people and our country. As long 
as we have no live stock inspection, 80 long 
we will bave diseased meat coming on the 
tables of our families.

MEN WHO DENOUNCE HIM IN WALL-STREET 
AND ELSEWHERE. 


Operators Whom He Has Squeezed for Mill- 
ions and Whe Hate His Name—The 
Selover Episode Recalied—Gould Was Hit 
Over the Head* aud Dropped Down an 


Areaway.

EW YORK, October 25. 
—Let any one who is 
casually acquainted 
with the history of Wal 
street stroll for an hour 
through the region of 
finance, guarded on one 
side by the tower of the 
Produce Exchange, and 
presided over on the 
other side byt the spire of Trinity Church, and 
he will be sure too meet and recognize during 
that time at least half a dozen of Jay Gould’s 
sworn enemies. In nearly every case they 
are men whom Gould has squeezed at one time 
or another during some of bis gigantic opera- 
tions and squeezed out of various 
amounts, ranging from thousands to millions 
of dollars. In nearly every case, too, the 
enmities are of lang standing. Because, what - 
ever may be said to the contrary, Mr. Gould 
long ago retired fromthe market as an active 
operator. All ot these men are thoroughly 
outspoken in their enmity, and the mere 
mention of Mr. Gould’s name isthe signal for 
an outburst. They apply to him a picturesque 
assortment of abusive epithets, some of which 
are happily descriptive and others simply in- 
dicate a desire to express general con- 
demnation. „The Little Black Devyii’’ 
is a fair sample of the characterizations 
attempted in these kind of attacks. Sev- 
eral of the men keep thoroughly posted 
as to Mr. Gould’s movements and listen ¢6a- 
gerly to any gossip that may be floating about 
which concerns itself with his railroad 
schemes. Nearly every One of them inwardly 
hopes that at some time or other circum- 
stances will so shape themselves that they 
will be able to deal a blow at the man who ths 
managed to deal them so many.

HUNDREDS OF ENEMIES. 

But besides these enemies of Gould, whose 
names are perfectly well known in Wall street, 
and the atory of whose original differences 
with the little financier u always remem- 
bered and quoted on occasion, Mr. Gould has 
hundreds of enemies whom he doesn’t know 
at all and with whom he has never had any 
dealings whatever. These are men who be- 
lieve that Mr. Gould is operating all the

One of the members of the 
firm in question has been for years a strong 
believer inthe Gould securities, and had not 
only operated in them himself, but had in- 
Guced a eat many of his customers to do 
likewise. hen the terrific fall in Gould’s 
railroad stocks came last spring he probably 
lost a good deal of money on account of the 
faith that was in him, and these losses soured 
and embittered his whole nature. He began 
to condemn Gould in the strongest possible 
terms on every possible occasion. He talked 
loudiy against him in the corridors of 
the Windsor Hotel, where the brokers are 
wont to assemble in the evening, and 
characterized him in bitter and uncompli- 
mentary terms down in the street.

The Private Watchman to Answer for Benj. 
Johnson's Death. 


The inquest on the body of Benjamin John- 
gon, the negro shot and killed Thursday 
morning by Private Watchman Daniel Den- 
nehy, was commenced at the Coroner’s office 
sbortly before 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 


mrs. Katharine Johnsen, wife of the deceased, 
testified that her husband was employed at 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard’sfoundry. They 
had only been married since iast fall. Her 
husband left home to go to work Thursday 
morning. He always left very early. They 
lived at No. 911 North Eleventhstreet. He had 
told her that a man at the depot had promised 
to let him have all the coal he 
wanted for 30 cents. He did not tell 
berthe name of the man. Sometimes her 
husband brought home coal in a sack. Fiem- 
ing Holman, a coiored man employed at the 
foundry, had told her that he bad seen the 
shooting.

rivate watchman forthe St. Louis Bagging 
O., whose works are located on the south 
side of the railroad tracks on Twelfth 
street, testified that at 5:35 Thursday 
morning he was in the office of the concern 
when he noticed two men talking outside. 
One bad a sack on his shoulder, and after talk- 
ing for a while to the other man dropped the 
sack and ran. The other man followed and 
fired a shot. The witness, who had been 
watching the man from the window, ran 
to the door when he w one of the 
men pursuing the ex. After the 
shot, the man who had been running away 
stopped, and the other man piaced him under 
arrest. The fellow had ran toward Shickle, 
Harrison & Howard’s foundry. He did not 
come far with the other man when he re- 
sisted, and they scuffied. The prisoner threw 
the other man down and struck him with one 
hand, while he held him with the other. 
Then he got up again and ran. He 
was shot just as he was running under the 
Twelfth street bridge. That wasthe second 
shot fired at him. The witness heard no 
words which passed between the men until 
they were coming back arter the first shot was 
fired.

At the time it 
was dark and the witness could not tell the 
colors of the men. He afterward saw the 
wounded man placed in the bhoodlum wagon 
and could see he was a negro, as it was lighter 
then and he was closer to him.

The New Definition, 


The committee appotated for the purpose 
has submitted the following definition of an 
amateur to the Board of Management of the 
W. A. A. A.: An amateur athlete is one who 


has never competed with or against a pro- 
fessional for a prize; or who has never com- 
peted for a staked bet or other monetary con- 
sideration; or under a fictitious name; or who 
has never, directly or indirectly, either in 
competition, or 3 an instructor, as an assist - 
ant, or through — connection whatsoever 
with any form of athletic game obtained any 
financial consideration, either directly or in- 
directly ; who has never sold or pledged any 
prize or token, won or obtained through con- 
nection with athletics; or whose membership 
in * athletic organization is of no pecu- 
niary benefit to himself, direct or indireet.’’ 

Much of it is.of necessity similar to the old 
definitions, but it will be noticed that there is 
one important addition—namely, the clause 
which refers to realizing on any athletic prize 
or token. This abuse has been ‘very 
extensively practiced in the East, and is 
beginning to be feilt in the West, there bein 
one or two living examples among our loca 
athletes.

Uman, the illegitimate son of a deceased 
old bachelor, who had ieft him a fortune of 
$400,000. Willman and Miss Glidden became 
déeply attached to each other and were to have 
beer married in earnest, but the yo man’s 
health compelled him to go abroad. For the 
remainder t his life © was a cosmo- 
politan, sometimes in London, 
sometimes and sometimes in 
New York. Glidden, who had 
meanwhile removed with her widowed mother 
to — never married. Whenever Will- 
man landed in this country his first act was to 
teiegraph for his old sweetheart, who would 
immediately come to him and remain at his 
side until he departed for some fore clime, 
though she never accompanied him in any of 
his wanderings. He had just returned from a 
sojourn in t West Indies, whither ne had 
vainly gone to stay the ravages of the siow 
consumption which for years had been de- 
stroying him, and was en route to meet Miss 
Glidden at Wi when death overtook bim. 
The suicide’s letter declared that life without 
her dead lover would be insupportable, and 
ex the hope that her remains might be 
recovered in time to be buried in the same 

ve with him. It directed the hotel-keeper 

py the money it inclosed to the payment 
of his dull, ot the search for, her body and of the 
funeral eof Willmanand herseif. It 
also gave the name and address of a distant 
male cousin of the dead man—his only sur- 
viving relative, who subsequently inherited 
his large fortune. 

COMING DOWN To LATER DAYS 

we find that there have been many romantic 
suicides here within the past few years—most 
of them too fresh in the public mind to require 
more than a mere mention. Among such 
cases ia that of Thomas Hilson, a defaultin 
woo! dealer of Philadelphia, who embezz! 
$50,000 from his partners and who after spend- 
ing the greater of itin a brief career of 
almost unparalleled iuxu and pleasure 
ended his life in January , by jumping into 
the rapids from Luna isiand because he no 
longer had means with which to continue his 
riotous manner of living. 

On April 9, 1884, Thomas Vedder and Van R. 
Pearson of Suspension Bridge, a littie village 
about two miles below the falis—brothers-in- 
law who had long nat variance on a cér- 
tain subject, went out together for a drive. 
Thetr horse and carri weie found the next 
morning on Goat Island. while Pearson’s dead 
body was found on Lune Island, with two 
bullet holes in the head. Portions of Vedder’s 
clothing were scattered about, but he couid 
not be found. On the fifth day of the follow- 
ing June, however, his dead body was discov 

some workmen who were building 
bridges at the Cave of the Winds. Whether 
this was a case of double suicide or of murder 
and suicide will never be known. 
ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS CASE 

was thatofa husband and wife named Ro- 
land, a Belgian couple, who, on a June day in 
1879, visited the Three Sister Islands. Roland 
presently returned alone to his hotel, very 
much excited, and declared that his wife h 
accidentally fallen into the rapids while 
stooping to get a dring of water, and had 
gone over the Horseshoe Fall.

WHO THE POOR ARE, WHERE THEY LIVE 


The Destitute Class and Its Composition— 
Seasons of Suftering—Enforced Idleness 
» During the Winter—Poverty-Stricken Dis- 
triets of the City—Work of the Benevo- 
lent Secieties—Their Resources and Needs. 


tie s announce as a con- 
doluston that cases of ex- 
treme poverty, coming 
- underthe head of abso- 


lute grant, are far less 
— 2 in propor- 
tion n St. Louis than 
in any city of over 100, 
000 population in the 
country. Many thou- 
sands of men, women 
and children lack the 
means to secure the ordinary comforts of 
life, but the cases of destitution, of absolute 
suffering trom lack of food, fire and clothing, 
the three great essentials in the winter season, 
are rarer in this city than Mm any other 
in the country approaching it In size. But 
there are still thousands who have not the 
means of sustaining life without charitable 
assistance, and upon these the curse of pover- 
ty falls most heavily during the winter 
months. 
THE SEASON OF SUFFERING. 

Few realize the difference between the des- 
titution prevailing in summer, and that which 
during the late fall, winter and early spring 
is met with in nearly ever quarter ofthe city. 
A call upon the managers ofthe various ben- 
evolent societies developed the fact that 
where one family required relief in summer, 
at least six were reduced to want in winter. 
Two reasons are given to account for this 
state of affairs ; in the first place the increased 
cost of living during the cold months, and in 
the second place the fact that out of door work 
istoavery considerable degree suspended, 
thus throwing thousands out of employment. 
This latter class is very large and is composed 
of those least able to stand even a temporary 
stoppage of income. Aside from those who 
are obliged to rely solely upon 
charity, the old; the disabled, and the 
sick, fully nine-tenths of the men who receive 
relief are men who are thrown out of employ- 
ment by the stoppage of work during the win- 
ter. The managers both of the Provident Asso- 
ciation and the St. Vincent de Paul Society re- 
port that the number of men who are proper 
objeote of charity during the summer months 
is $0 small as scarcely to require to be taken 
into account, but that during the prevalence 
of cold weather many of the most distressing 
cases of destitution are found among them 
who, if they could obtain employment, would 
be raised far above want. 

CAUSES OF DESTITUTION. 

At a low estimate at least 3,000 men, é¢arning 
good wages during the summer at various out- 
door occupations, are unable to obtain em- 
ployment of any kind between the middle of 
November and the middle of March, or at best 
can only find temporary and generally fll- paid 
positions. 
not more than one-fourth, are reduced to ab- 
solute want, but among these the suffering is 
severe, and is not rendered less by the fact 
that it is, according to the universal testimony 
of those who have made the mat 
ter a study, nearly always due 
to thelr own improvidence. Cases are not in 


frequently met with where the destitution is 
dve to causes beyond the control of those re- 
quiring ald, the mostcommon being sickness 
of the head of the fqmily during the pro- 
ductive season, this not only causing a cessa- 
tion ot income, but necessitating expendi- 
tures that make terrible inroads on the store 
laid by for a rainy day. But careful investi- 
gation has made abundently manifest the fact 
that in at least nine cases out of ten reasonable 
economy during the spring, summer and earty 
fall would have prevented any pinching want 
during the season of énfo idieness. A 
number of members of the St. Vincent de Paul 
—.— have during the last summer made a 
careful inyestigation of this matter, the re- 
sults of which will be laid before the next 
annual meeting. r* have examined those 
who have received relief, and also others liv- 
ing inthe same neighborhood, and engaged 
in the sameemployments. Nearly, without ex- 
ception it was found that the earning capacity 
and actual wages received by the applicants 
for ald among the workingmen were as great, 
and their necessary expenses no larger than 
those of scores of their neighbors who had 
never been obliged to call upon others for aid. 
Dissipation, although a prolific cause of want, 
has been found to be less a responsi. 
ble for this condition of affairs than is usually 
supposed, those who, not from any especially 
bad habits, but simply from general extrava.- 
gance, have become objectsof charity far out- 
numbering the men who by drunkenness have 
wasted their substance. 
UNFORTUNATE WOMEN AND N. 
But by far the greater number of those who 
uire extraneous aid are women.

The third amd smallest district, but one 
where poverty is extreme, is bounded on the 
south by Park avenue, on the north by Chou- 
teau avenue, on tne east by the river, and on 
the west by adway. Like the last district 
mentioned the center of this is found along 
the lineof the railway, and the officers of the 
benevolent societies report that there is more 
sickness in proportion to the population to be 
met with in this quarter than in either of the 
others. Instances of destitu are found in 
other parts of the city, many in Lowell and 
Baden, not a few in Carondelet, and a consid- 
erable number west of Grand avenue and 
north of Easton avenue, but probably nine- 
tenths of the very poor live in the three dis- 
tricts specified. 


EXPENSES AND RESOURCES. 

The system of charity has been excellently 
organized in this city, and thejexcelient serv- 
ice rendered by the three great tenevolent 
organizations, the St. Louis Providéat Asso- 
ciation, the St. Vincent de Paul Society, and 
the Hebrew Relief Association, supplemented 
by the different religious organizations and

A MODEL THEATER. 
The Most Elaborate System of Ventilation 
Ever Devised. 


From the London Standard. 

The new Burg Theater at Vienna is a marvel 
in many respects. Ite beautiful situation, its 
unrivalied architectural beauty, the wealth of 
ite decorations, the perfect taste of all its ar- 
rangements, are but on a level with all that 
has been done forthe safety, the well-being, 
and comfort of the public. Opinions 
may perhaps differ, as people's tastes 
differ, whether the new B Theater is 
to be called the most beautiful theater in the 
world, but all must agree that it is the best 
lighted, best ventilated and safest of all thea- 
ters that have as yet been bullt. Three stories 
below the — itorium and stage runs a broad 
vaulted corridor of great on t, which leads 
to a circular cistern, throu bleh the outer 
air is sucked from the Vol sgarten. stron 
current is biown into the subterranean 
lery, where it passes over 600 tin trays ed 
with water,and through damp flannel screens, 
so that it enters the inner corridors purified of 
dust and quite damp.

The atest 
marvel is the inspection room, with its handles 
and taps, its telephone and measuring instru- 
ments. Withas ight movement of the hand 
it is possible to ulate from this room the 
current of air that enters the house, by means 
of chains to the doors below; to increase or 
decrease the heat and dampness, and to give 
more or less Ventilation to every seat or x 
in the house. Nearly one hundred 
thermometers and animometers are in 
use for the rfect regulation of the 
beautifully ventilated bouse. There are ten 
boilers and three large steam engines, the lat- 
ter for the exclusive use of the ventilator. The 
pure air reaches to the very top of the — — 
and the current escapes BR.
